| Against Keeping Black Sea

MONTREUX, Switzerland, July 
7.—Turkey and the Soviet Unon

If oné wishes to keep cool during the warm 
weather, it is necessary to drink large quan- 
tities of water, or to use foods containing an 
abundant water supply. Water is the necessary 
medium with which the skin can regulate the 
temperature of the body. The skin acts as a 
sort of thermostat keeping 
the body at a temperature of 
98.6 degrees whether on a 
warm summer's day, or a cool 
winter's night. 

On a hot day the millions 
of pores of the skin are con- 
stantly busy throwing off fine 
particles of moisture and in 
this way lowering the tem- 
perature and_ eliminating 
waste products. Even the 
warmest day should not feel 
oppressive if one will allow his body to keep 
cool by regulating the diet, water drinking, and 
clothes. Avoid the rich, fatty foods. Keep the 
starches down to the minimum. Omit sweets. 
Wear light clothes. But be especially sure to eat 
large quantities of the juicy fruits and the fresh 
vegetables, and drink plenty of water. 

It is better to do most of the water drinking 
between meals when the stomach is empty so 
as not to over-distend the stomach by the com- 
bined food and water. At any time one should 
drink water when thirsty, but during the warm 
weather it is sometimes a good plan to drink 
even a little more than desired. From about 
nine o'clock to eleven o'clock in the morning it 
is wise to take from about one to two quarts 
of cool water. Cool water is more agreeable to 
the taste and seems to refresh, but I would not 
advise the use of ice cold drinks to any extent. 
In the afternoon between three and five o'clock 
it is advisable to take another quart of water, 
allowing not less than an hour to elapse before 
dinner. If this amount of water is used during 
the day you will not desire to drink much at 
meals or during the evening. The water taken 
in the morning does the most good, and it can 
be absorbed before and used during the warm 
period of the day. 

Only the purest water obtainable should be 
used, and if any doubt exists as to the purity of 
the water it is always a good plan to use dis- 
tilled water, which is entirely free from min- 
erals or bacterial micro-organisms. 

Not only is it advisable to use more drink- 
ing water, but it is also a good plan to use 
water externally to keep the skin clean and the 
mouths of the pores open so as to encourage a 
greater elimination of perspiration. Every man, 
woman and child should take at least two 
shower baths daily, and during the hot day it 
is very refreshing to take a cold shower in the 
middle of the day. You do not have to fear any 
weakening effect from taking several shower 
baths. 

Remember this, that a clean body, inside and 
out, cannot be a sick body. There is always 
more danger in not using enough water than 
in using too much,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss E. N. writes: “We are hav- 
ing a discussion in our family as to which is 
better, to be underweight or overweight.” 

ANSWER: As a general rule, I suggest that 
the patient build up the weight to what is 
normal for him or her the dangers 
incident to both underweight and overweight 
are avoided. In deciding what is the normal 
weight for any given person, it 1s necessary to 
know something about the bony framework of 
the body, as naturally the person with a tend- 
ency to Jarger bones should weigh a little more 
than a person of the same height with small 
bones. Instead of arguing about it, I would 
advise that each of you try to build your weight 
up to the approximate normal to fit your indi- 
vidual cases, as in this way I am sure that you 
will achieve maximum health. 

QUESTION: B. C. asks: “If you know of any 
way a person can be cured of near-sightedness, 
I would appreciate your telling me about it 
If not curable, can the patient improve his 
vision enough so that he can avoid glasses?” 

ANSWER: I do not know of any positive 
cure for near-sightedness in an adult. Some 
help can be received through certain exercises 
to improve the strength of the eye muscles. The 
one who is near-sighted has a certain shape of

glasses are worn to correct the defect. Do not 
make the mistake of thinking that glasses 


weaken the eyes; they are simply scientifically 
made lenses to be worn so that one may see 
clearly without straining the eyes

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1927 the death 
took place at Victoria, B.C., of 
Charles Mair, soldier, historian 
and poet. Born in Lanark coun- 
ty, Upper Canada, in 1840, he was 
educated at Queen's University, 
Kingston, and was sent west in 
1868 as paymaster for the Cana- 
dian government, then negotiat- 
ing with the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany for the purchase of Rupert's 
Land. Captured by Louis Riel in 
the revolt of 1869 he was given a 
mock trial and condemned to 
death, but he managed to escape 
and went back to Ontario where 
his story, especially the details of 
the murder of Thomas Scott, 
aroused feeling to a white heat. 
Later he took up land at Prince 
Albert. Long before the rebel- 
lion of 1885 broke out Mair went 


to Ottawa to warn the govern- 
ment of the perilous situation 
that was developing, but his 


warnings were unheeded. So sure

was he, however, that trouble 
was coming that he moved his 
family to Windsor, Ont., in 1884 


and sat down to await the rebel- 
lion which he knew was certain 
because Ottawa would not make 
any concessions to the halfbreeds, 
During the dampaign of 1885 he 
was quartermaster of Colonel G.

fumbling in its management, 
Obviously it follows that the 
next imperative step towards in- 
suring that Canada shall have 
control of its air is that the per- 
sonnel of the governing board 
and of the management shal] be 
the best obtainable, The focus of 
attention here is the general 
manager. It is now known both
